BAA 93-44 was a 
solicitation for proposals dealing with the concepts of Mobile 
Offshore Bases (MOBs), portable ports, and other related 
functions. The approximate value of this contract over the 
initial four year period is $286 million. The BAA strongly 
encouraged contractors to submit an abstract of their proposed 
work. The BAA stated for competitors to be considered in the 
initial contract award period, proposal abstracts (outlines) were 
due into ARPA by October 28, 1993, and proposals were due within 
30 days thereafter. BRI competed for, and was awarded the 
portable ports portion of the contract in the initial amount of 
$4.6 million in September, 1994. BRI's proposal for the portable 
ports portion of the contract is known as Landing Ship 
Quay/Causeway (LSQ/C). To date, BRI has received in excess of 
$6.2 million on the portable ports contract.
